RECOGNIZE CDC-REGULATED ITEMS 


e See details on other side 


ISOLATE 


e Set aside any CDC-regulated items that don’t meet entry requirements 
e Limit exposure to the CDC-requlated items 


NOTIFY 


e Alert CBP supervisor 
e (BP supervisor contacts CDC Quarantine Station* 


GIVE SUPPORT 


e Follow instructions of CBP supervisor and CDC Quarantine Station staff
